Doyle, but it failed to pass. 


The importance of the Allen measure to Sacramento 
State College students is hard to overestimate. If a student 
wants to be informed he should follow the progress of the 
measure.

The ideas expressed in this column 
are these of the author and are not 
necessarily the opinions of either 
The Hornet or the Student Council. 


Characteristically the spring 
sports do not draw jarge crowds 
of spectators. The music, the col- 
or, and the yells we become ac- 
customed to during football and 
basketball season have vanished 
until next fall.

cause they have nothing else to 
do. Many of them play in dance 
bands and a Friday or Saturday 
night spent at a ball game means 
an evening's wages they could 
have collected. : 


The Yell leaders are another 
ease in point. They put in a lot 
of time practicing new routines 
and yells and then spend their 
weckends coaxing, cajoling, and 
verbally browbeating some fight 
out of the rooting section. 

The single group which de- 
serves the most credit is the song- 
sters. The compliments that have 
been heaped upon them by rival 
rooting sections and distinterested 
townspeople are deserved ones. 
Their routines ar« varied, well or- 
ganized, and performed with a 
professional quality. Once again 
we must realize that these girls 
don't simply get together and 
start dancing. They spend lunch 
hours developing, rehearsing and 
perfecting routines and additional 
time practicing with the band-— 
time which is strictly their own 
and for which they get neither 
pay nor academic credit.

Agrees With Rees ‘ 
Editor of The Hornet: 

Last week the Hornet's front 
page carried an article concern- 
ing the state of mental vacuity 
into which education courses had 
degenerated. Being a former and 
still concerned education student 
at SSC, I must agree with As- 
semblyman Rees when he says 
education courses offer “no in- 
tellectual challenge.” As far as 
Mr. Rees’ opponents are concern- 
ed I can only ask: have they ever 
taken any of the required pieth- 
ora of repititious and drawn out 
courses ? 

Among the education students 
I have talked with on campus, 
some of whor are now teaching, 
they all agree that approximately 
50 per cent of the education 
courses they were required to 
take could have been cut out en-« 
tirely. 

More monev for the teachers, 
riore educational T. V., more 
class rooms will not solve the 
basic problem. And that prob- 
lem is that the education courses 
are tragically watered down. The 
administration seems to believe 
that “quantity automatically eq- 
uals quality.” In the February 
issue of the Ladies Home Journal 
a siate college teacher who writes 
anonymously says: “Students 
right and left come to college 
with the idea of being teachers, 
and after a few courses in ed- 
ucation flee to fields which have 
more stimulating, more challeng- 
ing courses. With no hue and 
cry, but by a simple walkout, 
they refuse to stomach “educa- 
tion.” If they have to take these 
courses to become teachers——all 
right, they won't be teachers...” 
The author continues by pointing 
out that “It is easy to say, ‘those 
students who ¢ropped probably 
don’t have a strong drive toward 
teaching anyway’. What do peo- 
ple want, a walking-bare-foot- 
over-hot-coals test? The public 
has too long battened on the de- 
votion of the dedicated teacher 
who pours out a 60 hour week. 
Now schools of education want to 
rob students of one of the prin- 
cipal reasons for teaching—the 
excitement of working with ideas. 

And the teaching profession has 
enough strikes against it with- 
out putting up such barriers to 
eager minds. Bigger and better

Questions Cafeteria 

Editor of The Hornet: 

Concerning the article appear- 
ing in The Hornet about the re- 
cent cafeteria price rise, there 
are .everal questions which arise 
in my mind. 

The first of these questions is 
how can the cafeteria be losing 


money? They charge prevailing 
restaurant prices but give cafe- 
teria service. That is, the stu- 
dents have a limited choice of 
fare, must get ther own food, 
and buss their dishes. But they 
still pay as much as a person who 
enters an average restaurant and 
eats a meal of his own choice, 
served and cleared away by a 
waitress. 

Another point to be noted is 
that if the cafeteria were serving 
only a few people, a price rise 
could be justified. But since it 
has an almost guaranteed large 
patronage it would seem that the 
cafeveria could buy in sufficient 
quantity to offset the price in- 
crease in basic food commodities. 

Perhaps I'm wrong in my as- 
sumption that a cafeteria charges 
unreasonable prices for the ser 
vices they render, but there are 
many students who are of the 
same opinion. If there are any 
clearer explanations of this price 
raise, I'm sure we would like to 
hear of them. If not, I would 
suggest an investigation into the 
cafeteria methods, because many
